Natural Laws Applicable 
Labor Says Noted 
Speaker.

BIG ROTARY MEETING 



"Every man is an untapped reser- 
voir of power. Industry's problem 
lies in the release and guidance of 
that power." 

Such was the keynote of a vigor- 
ous and informative address given 
Tuesday night by John Leitch, of 
Narberth, internationally known au- 
thority on the problems of in- 
dustrial co-operation. 

Mr. Leitch was principal speaker 
at the monthly evening meeting of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary 
Club, attended by nearly 50 Ro- 
tarians and guests. His subject was 
made applicable not only to produc- 
tion problems, but to every phase 
of human conduct. 

The speaker drew on a wonderful 
fund of experience and philo- 
sophical study for the points in his 
address. The Seven Natural Laws, 
unknown to the greater part of the 
audience, formed his point of ap- 
proach. 

"Thirty years ago," he said, 
"when I first became interested in 
industrial democracy as a life work, 
I sought for the basic theme on 
which to attack the problem. I had 
been told that all human activity was 
based on natural law, but found that 
such law was easy to talk about, but 
hard to define. 

"I went to the faculties of Har- 
vard and Yale, and asked them to 
teach me the natural laws. They 
spoke glibly enough of the laws, but 
could not define them. Finally an 
East Indian prince, turned philoso- 
pher, taught me these laws. 

"They are not included in the 
Mosaic 10 commandments, for these 
TSwsare negative. "The'seven natu- 
ral laws are positive, and govern 
every object — every action, in the 
universe." 

The speaker then went into the 
definition of these laws and gave 
their application, not only to in- 
dustry, but to every man's life. As 
an introduction he quoted the state- 
ment of Supreme Court Justice 
Brandeis that the 360,000 Federal 
laws could be wiped out if natural 
law was followed. 

"The first of these laws," he said, 
"is the law of order. Before a goal 
can be sought, you must be in order 
and the objective must be clearly in 
mind. Napoleon said, 'Never let a 
battle interfere with a campaign.' 
The final goal must be known and 
kept in mind. 

"The second is the law of anal- 
ogy. All things are related, in- 
cluding, of course, capital and labor, 
and to be successful this relation- 
ship must be constructive. The one 
penalty in the universe is misuse. 

"The law of sequence is the third. 
You cannot, if walking to a point, 
take your second step first. Every- 
thing must be done in its proper 
order, without skipping or devia- 
tion. An office boy may aspire to 
be president, but he must not break 
the proper sequence of steps to 
reach that goal. 

"The law of rhythm is the fourth 
Noise, confusion and discord are an 
evidence of waste. The sun turns 
the earth on its axis and swings it 
about on its orbit — all without noise 
or friction. That is rhythm — har- 
mony. 

"The law of opposites is the next. 
Everything, as we know, has its op- 
posite. Light, dark ; wet, dry ; hard, 
soft; good will; ill will; harmony, 
discord. To cure an ill we must 
not try to eradicate the ill — rather 
must its opposite be set up and the

Township to Follow Narberth 

by Enacting Zoning Ordinance 



After three years of work and 
discussion, Lower Merion is about 
ready to follow Narberth in the es- 
tablishment of a Zoning Law. This, 
when enacted, will have an effect 
upon those parts of Narberth com- 
munity lying without the borough 
limits. 

The final report of the Lower 
Merion Zoning Commission, which 
has been promised for the past half 
year, has been completed and on 
Monday, this report, in the form 
of a recommended ordinance, was 
filed with the township commis- 
sioners. On Wednesday evening, 
at their first meeting of the new 
year, the township fathers took pre- 
liminary steps to enact this ordi- 
nance into law. 

After Commissioner Andrew 
MacDonald, a member of the Zon- 



ing Commission, had read the mes- 
sage which accompanied the report, 
the ordinance upon a resolution 
made at suggestion of President 
Frank H. Sykes was referred to the 
township building regulations com- 
mittee, of which Haverford Com- 
missioner A. D. Warnock is chair- 
man. Thus the first and the length- 
iest cycle of the zoning project, 
that of drawing up an adequate law, 
was completed. 

The ordinance has been three 
years in preparation. Many zoning 
advocates, not realizing the enor- 
mous amount of work involved in 
the project, have become restless at 
the delay and now that the ordi- 
nance has finally been submitted to 
the township commissioners, these 
people are looking for prompt ac- 
tion.

ill will disappear. Coming into a 
dark room we do not shovel out the 
dark — we turn on the light. 

"The sixth is the law of cyclicity. 
All things work in cycles. Every- 
thing that goes forth from one 
comes back inevitably. An evil deed 
may have its recompense in the far 
future, but it is there. The universe 
is on the square, and justice, though 
not apparent, is working. 

"The final law is that of balance. 
As everything has its opposite, so is 
everything balanced, and the seek- 
ing of that balance is one of the 
keys to success." 

Power and the use of power was 
the theme which tied together the 
application of these laws. The 
speaker told of how this theme was 
working in many industrial plants 
to reduce friction, waste and loss. 

After the talk was concluded 
many questions were asked on the 
specific application of this philoso- 
phy of natural law. Mr. Leitch was 
given the closest attention, and the 
greatest expressions of appreciation 
so far accorded any speaker before 
the club.
